The Interbérough Agreement. 

On Aug. 10, when the commission filed 
its memorandum, there was_no agree- 
ment covering the subwaye and the 
elevated. On Aug, 80, it appears from 
the testimony before us, the’ Inter- 
borough Rapid Transit Company re- 
ceived a committee of its men, memihers 
of the Amalgamated Association, at- 
tended by the same advisera’and spokes- 
men who aceeres before us in the mat- 
ter of the other railways.

‘The 
company stated that these suggestions 
were favorably acted upon and that 
nearly 10,000 out of some 11,000 voted to 
tarry out this policy, and that they 
selected committees to speak for them 
and elected officers. The company con- 
tends that, as a result of the conference 
between the committees thus selected 
and the officers, working standards of 
wages and other matters were agreed 
upon; that this arrangement was sub- 
mitted individually to the men and that 
approximately 10,000 of them signed sep- 
arately an entical memorandum or 
agreement embodying these terms. The 
company officials claim that this was 
done freely and fairly without viola- 
tion of any of the principles of the 
agreement of Aug. 6 and that the men 
were permitted to and did exercise their 
constitutional rights. On the other

Then word was passed around, and by 
last evening the custom had become 
general and fad been extended to in- 
clude private cars when their owners or 
drivers were willing.

PORTLAND, Me., Sept.--12.—Returns 
today from outly'ng counties and from 
the Texas border, where the Maine Na- 
tional Guarasmen cast their votes, show 
that Carl B. Milliken, the Republican 
candidate for Goverfior, defeated Gov- 
ernor Oakléy ©. Curtis, Democrat, by 
13,800 votes in Monday’s election.» The 
total vote cast was the largest in the 
history of the State, approximately 
150,000. 

These figures have not -been ap- 
proached since 1880, the year the Demo- 
cratic and Greenback Parties. fuged, 
whenjthe total was 147,862. In 1808 the 
total was 85,720. In the last Presiden- 
tial year and two years ago it fell be-» 
low 142,000. 

Indicated pluralities for the Repub- 
lican candidates were confirmed by .a 
revision of the vote. The Repyblicans 
will have solid delegations in “both” 
branches of Congress and will easily
